WATER  SUPPLY. 

Both  the  Wigwell  and  Dunsley  supplies  of  water  have 
proved  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  with  the 
original  sources,  there  has  been  ample  water  of  good 
quality  for  all  purposes 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  system,  on  the  whole,  works  very  satisfactorily. 
In  the  near  future,  however,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
consider  the  provision  of  another  percolating  filter  at  the 
main  sewage  works,  and  so  allow  of  proper  “resting”  of 
the  filters.  With  the  addition  of  Middleton,  the  building 
of  new  houses,  and  the  continued  conversions  to  water- 
carriage,  the  strain  on  the  works  becomes  increasingly 
greater. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

All  known  sources  of  pollution  have  been  removed  from 
the  Hannage  Brook. 

SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

This  is  carried  out  in  the  entire  district  by  annual 
contract — cost  £460. 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  the  Gorsey 
Bank  and  Hopton  Wood  tips,  with  the  exception  of  the 
contents  of  the  pail  closets,  which  are  taken  to  the 
Sewage  Farm. 

I  should  like  to  see  a  properly  shuttered  refuse¬ 
collecting  vehicle  in  use  in  the  district,  and  venture  to 
suggest  that  this  might  be  made  possible  by  the  offer  of  a 
longer  contract  period.  I  understand  that  vehicles  of  the 
convertible  t}^)®  are  now  obtainable,  making  it  possible  to 
use  the  same  vehicle  for  refuse  collection  or  haulage  work. 

PRIVY  CONVERSIONS. 

Seven  privy-middens  and  fourteen  pail  closets  have 
this  year  been  converted  to  W.C's. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  the  water  supply  of  the 
schools  in  the  area  is  in  most  cases  satisfactory. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Foods. 

[а)  Milk  Supply. — Twenty-four  milk  samples  were 
taken  for  analysis,  during  the  year,  and  were  mainly 
satisfactory.  Dairies  and  cow  sheds  were  regularly  inspected 
throughout  the  year  and  found  generally  satisfactory. 

(б)  Meat. — Meat  and  places  where  meat  is  stored  and 
sold  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

(c)  Other  Foods. — The  storage  of  food  and  the  condi¬ 
tions  under  which  it  is  sold  have  come  under  regular  inspec¬ 
tion  and  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

HOUSING. 

Sixteen  houses,  ten  of  the  four  bedroom  type  and  six 
of  the  five  bedroom  type  are  nearing  completion.  As  soon 
as  these  are  ready  for  occupation,  some  diminution  of 
overcrowding  will  be  secured,  probably  as  many  as  thirty 
or  forty  cases. 

Eight  houses  have  been  built  by  private  enterprise, 
during  the  year,  making  in  all,  twenty-four  new  houses. 

Much  has  yet  to  be  done  to  eliminate  overcrowding 
and  to  bring  properties  up  to  habitable  standard,  but 
progress,  consistent  with  economy,  should  ultimately 
produce  a  successful  issue.
